This ‘dif- 
ficulty could, of course, be got over _by 
Mr. Hewert’s resignation of his post in the 
Chamber. Again, it app-ars to us a serious 
drawback aginst candidature for the 
Legislative Council to ba alrea ly a member 
of the Sanitary Board. It is mst desirable 
to avoid having one man a ‘nember alike of 
the highest Council and of the Sanitary 
Board, whose proceedings ultimately come 
up for judgement before that Council. 
Lastly, though Mr. Hewert's years in 
Shanghai do not makehim the less an 
old resident in Hongkong, yet perhaps his 
absence has made him less in touch with 
the Colony as it is to-day, and his return to 
us is-of too recent date to:ramove completely 
t'1is objection. 

Mr. Potiock’s claims to sit on the 
Legislative Council of Hongkong are un- 
doubtedly powerful. For fifteen years, 
interrupted ouly by his brief migration to 
Fiji, he has lived here and busied himself 
in public movements. Apari from the 
intimate knowledge of Hongkong which he 
must thus have accumulated, his legal 
training aud particularly his tenure of the’ 
importaut post of Acting Attorney-General 
quality him admirably for asgistinz iv 
making the laws of the Colony, which in 
fact he has alrea-ly helped to do. But 
against bis claims inust be set the facts that 
Mr. PoLtock is not a shipping or commer- 
cial man (though no one can duubt that he 
has a wide knowledge froin outside of 
&-ipping and commercial matters), but a 
lawyer, and that he is quite a receut member 
of the Chamber of Commerce. His member. 
ship of te Sanitary Board is against him, as 
in the case of Mr.diuwert, and this objection 
we cannot help feeling to be strong against 
both candidat-s. It is rather remarkable 
that both nominees at to-morrow’s meeting 
should he labouring under this def ct. 
Some surprise may lezitim itely be felt that 
Mr, RK. C. Wiicox has net been asked to 
stand again, seeing that he is undoub‘cdly 
qualified and that he is not open to th: 
objection which tells against both Messrs. 
Hewert and Pottock. It is possible for 
a business maa to undertake too maiy 
responsibilities, whereby some of bis wort: ! 
muy suffer. However, it must be confess. 
that both cantidates have shown both 
aptitule and liking for plenty of work. 
On this ground it would b> hard to choose 
between them. Indeed, the decision louks 
a difficult one from most points of vie. 
The verdict may depend chiefly on whether 
the members of the Chamber of Commerce 
consider the commercial qualifications of

aflopt the meter system.” Well, when I 
received that ‘resolution, I forwardel a 
telegram to the Secretary of State. saying that 
the Chinese community agreed to the adoption 
of the rider-maio system, the entira expanse 
being borne by owners of property affectad, 
and that I considered this system silistactory, 
The matter was then hung up. We waited 
for communication from home. Ths first 
communication recsivel fron hom: was re- 
ceived in the month of March. ‘Taat 
communication was enclosing Mr. Chidwick's 
réport, I may say that a month later wea 
received a despatch enclosing previous 
letters few Mr. Chadwick from tha Crowe 
Agents throngh whom the matter was referred 
to him for report, and this is his letter, written 
on 12th Fobruiry: —“ In reply to you- letter of 
yesterday's data, 1 have the honour to state that 
t am engaged in wr.ting my report on the 
Hongkong Water Ordinance and that I- hope 
te have it completed in tha course of a 
week or so. I may siy that the Ordinance 
as it stands is not ons’ to which the 
Royal assent ‘should be givsn, ani with yoar 
permission I will consider the alterations that 
are neossary to make ita really workable enact- 
ment. I-doubt whether any time will te gained

steamer T'ontia on ¢ 
had not many hours arrivel from the +> onth, 
The-flames spread with great rapidity, this being 
due to the nature of the cargo in the fore-hold — 
about 2,00 tons of chlorate of potash, half 
con igued to Koba and half to Yokohama, In 
less than twenty m‘nut s the flames bad broken 
out of the hold and had saized on the wood and 
iron work in front of the funnela—the two 
bridges, and the lifeboats on either sido of the 
vessel. Fanned by a strong north-easterly 
breeze, the whole of {his pirt of the ship was 
soon & flaming furnace, burning its way gradu- 
ally along the deck. 

. Assoon as the fire was discovered, the pas- 
sengers who were cn board were sont ashore, 
but several relurned to the burning ship, anxious 
to secure their baggage, which was, however, 
wall looked after by the officers. A short time 
after the outbreak the scene was quite awe- 
inspiring, th» flames having gradually usurped 
the wuule space previorsly enveloped in thick 
wreaths of smoke. Every minute increased the 
number of lannclies and sumpans which arrived 
with passengers on business or merely spectators, 
and on many. lanoch<s, as well as on board the 
vessel itself a fecerish ao ivity and excitement 
were the features of the scene that wore most 
noticeable. 

The harbour authorilies and others from the 
shore gave assistance ag quickly as possible. 
At three o'clock the smoke had almost complete- 
ly given way to fire. The whole of the main 
deck forward of the funnels was by this time in 
the grip of the flames, and the fire could be sean 
blazing fi-rcaly through the port-holes of the 
forecastle, the length af the ship covered by the 
flames being from forty to fif y feet. Efforts 
were now mata to attack the fire from forward, 
and for this purpose ene of the French seamen 
climbed over the ship's rails aud knocked away 
tho porthole covers so that hose coul.| be inserted 
or astream of water projected from the launches. 

By nine o'clock the whole of th. forward 
part of the Tonkin, from the engine-room, was 
ablaze, burning furiously. The coal io ths 
bunkers took fire at about six o'clock. There 
was no hope’ whatever of saving the forward 
part of the vessel. and it was expected that the 
fire would buen itself out, and that the after 
part of the ship would be savel. The vessal 
was beached near Mirume, and scuttled. With 
the destruction of the fore part of the Tonkin 
is included the whole of the effects of the 
seamen and several steerige passengers, As 
soon as the fire broke ont the whole length of 
the foreoastle was filled with dense smoke, 
making it impossible for the mea to recover 
their clothes, which saveral of them tricd to do. 

‘The fire was practically extinguished next 
day shortly after midday, after nearly twonty- 
four hours’ continuous work of the pn-nps.

Tree Plantiny.—The nuinber 
amounted to 31,746, the majority of which were 
the ordinary pine tre. Most of these were 
planted ulong the T'aipo Road, aud a few at 
Pingshan. Tocluded in the total are 2,781 
camphor trees planted along ths Taipos Roal 
and 112 Castilton elastica planted below the 
same road between ‘the fourth and fifth mile. 
stones. : 

Tree Seeds Sown.—Pine-trea seeds to Pro 'uce 
46.800 trees were eown broad-cast in the catch. 
ment aren of tha new. reservoir and between the 
sixth and seventh mile-stones, and to produca 
24,200 trees in sites (o replace the failures of the 
previous year. 

Camphor Trees. —Experiments were made in 
sowing camphor seeds iu pots and planting the 
young trees out in the middle of the summer 
when about five months old in order {o find a 
cheaper way of rearing this particular tree than 
has been pra-tised hitherto. The seeds goer- 
minated and the trees were Gin. in height when 
they were planted, some in prepared trenches 
aud some in pits, but they have made very little 
progress since and do not give much promise of 
success. That camphor trees will grow in the 
New Territory. when placed under suitable 
conditions is proved by the fine Specimens at 
Ho Sheung Heung. The trunks of seven of 
theze have the following dimensions in circum. 
ference at thre. or fone feet from the ground :—

Mr. Ho Nai Hop, Chinesa Medical Officer, 
resided at Taipo and visited periodically the 
s+veral police stations and villages in the New 
Territory.

Malarial Fever.—-T.ere was a considerable 
diminution io the number of cases occuting, 
expecially amongst the members of the police 
force. This is attribated, toa greal extent, to

Cholera. --This disease was prevalent in May. 
Active measures were taken to check it by’ the 
issue of notices warning the Chinesa against 
eating uoripe fruit, uncooked vegetabks, &c., 
and advising them always to boil their drinking 
water. 

Small-;ox.—This disease was epidemic at 
Taipo and Shatin districts in the spring of the 
year, some twenty cases occurring with but one 
death. Prompt measnres wers taken by vaccinat- 
ing all the civil staff, and as far asp ssible most 
of the villagers, with calf lymph, und apparently 
with success, ax the disease did not spread to the 
neighbouring districts, 

Vaccinations —Free vaccination was carried 
on at the police stations during the wiuter 
months. and altogether during th» yoar 336 
vaccinat ous were performed as compared with 
78 in LOL. 

Leprosy.—Tha laper asylam was visited 
regularly once a woek by Mr. Ho. The total 
number of inmates was 27, 

Plague.-—No cises were reported as haviag 
occurred duriog the year. 

Staff{—Mr. [fo resigned at the end of 
the year and was succeeded by Mr. Laa Lai, a 
licentiate of the Hongkong College of Medi- 
cine or Chinese.
